Naturally,  I  am  aware  of  the  Church 
and  State  concerns,  but  in  countries  with 
no  such  separation  there  is  no  problem 
for  the  Jewish  community  and,  to  my 
knowledge,  no  Jews,  Moslems,  Hindus, 
etc.  feel  in  any  way  threatened.

Here,  in  the  United  States,  the 
atmosphere  at  Christmastime  is  consid¬ 
erably  different.  Naturally,  I  respect  the 
constitutional  aspect  of  certain  questions 
regarding  the  separation  of  Church  and 
State,  and  I  can  readily  understand  the 
possible  implications  that  might  arise 
during  this  holiday.  At  the  same  time, 
however,  I  would  still  offer  this  observa¬ 
tion:  In  no  way  can  a  Christmas  tree  in  a 
public  school  affect  the  Judaism  of 
Jewish  pupils.  Nor  can  the  sight  of  a 
“Merry  Christmas”  sign  in  a  public  place 
diminish  the  devotion  of  an  observant  or 
religious  young  Jew  to  their  ancient  tra¬ 
ditions  and  beliefs. 

Interestingly  enough,  the  more 
Orthodox  Jew  is  usually  less  concerned 
with  Christmas  celebrations  in  public 
than  the  Jew  whose  Jewishness  is  mar¬ 
ginal.  If  Judaism  is  taught  and  practiced 
in  the  home  and  if  the  family  has  some 
affiliation  with  a  synagogue  or  temple, 
then  the  children  in  that  family  should 
not  feel  “threatened"  by  Christmas  in 
any  way. 

Besides,  at  Christmastime,  many 
Jewish  people  are  more  concerned  with 
the  observance  of  their  own  holiday, 


Hanukkah,  the  Feast  of  Lights.  This  is 
the  joyous  festival  that  commemorates 
both  the  rededication  of  the  Temple  of 
Jerusalem  after  its  desecration  by  the 
Greco-Syrian  king  Antiochus  and  the 
triumph  of  the  Jews  over  the  assimila- 
tionist  tendencies  rampant  at  that  time 
(165  b.c.). 

The  Hasmonaean  uprising,  as  it  was 
called,  was  motivated  more  by  a  desire 
for  ideological  survival  than  by  concern 
for  physical  survival.  The  Greeks,  after 
all,  had  no  thoughts  of  committing 
genocide  upon  the  Jews.  What  brought 
the  Jewish  patriots  into  rebellion,  final¬ 
ly,  was  the  erosion  of  the  Judaic  spirit  by 
Hellenistic  culture.  The  Jews  felt  that 
this  cutting  away  of  their  culture  posed 
an  even  greater  threat  to  their  existence 
as  a  people  than  the  possibility  of  geno¬ 
cide.  So  the  revolution  began-and  pious 
Jews  declared  war  not  only  on  the 
Greeks  but  also  on  those  who  had 
attempted  to  spread  an  alien  culture 
among  their  own  people. 

When  Jews  today  recall  this  uprising 
of  the  spirit  during  Hanukkah,  their  cel¬ 
ebration  of  the  feast  isn’t  altogether 
(continued  on  page  3)

unlike  Christmas.  They  show  their  non- 
Jewish  neighbors  that  they  are  almost 
like  them  but  not  quite:  Christians  light 
candles-so  do  we.  They  give  presents-so 
do  we.  They  decorate  their  homes-so  do 
we.  They  hold  parties-so  do  we. 

Not  all.  Jews,  of  course,  are  pleased 
with  these  similarities.  For  example,  I 
have  heard  some  rabbis  say  that  the  Feast 
of  Hanukkah  should  be  moved  to  anoth¬ 
er  date  so  it  can  be  conducted  in  a  truly 
Jewish  way  without  the  influence  of 
Christmas  on  all  sides.  That  might  not  be 
a  bad  idea.  But  at  the  moment,  the  Feast 
of  Hanukkah  is  where  it  is,  and  so  it  only 
remains  for  me  to  wish  every  one  of  you 
a  “Happy  Hanukkah,”  a  “Merry 
Christmas,”  and  an  excellent  New  Year.

The  Yom  Kippur  War  and  the  War 
in  Lebanon,  the  Intifada  and  the  rise  of 
Palestinian  terror,  the  controversy  over 
Jerusalem  and  the  Jewish  settlements  in 
Gaza  and  the  West  Bank,  the  peace 
process-all  resulted  from  six  days  of 
intense  Arab-Israeli  fighting  in  June 
1967.

Science:  SSHS-NY  has  launched  an 
Intel  Science  Research  Program. 
Participating  students  work  on  cutting- 
edge  science  and  engineering  projects 
under  the  guidance  of  scientist-mentors 
in  local  graduate  level  research  institu¬ 
tions.  While  increasing  science  and  math 
requirements  from  three  to  four  years, 
SSHS  is  forging  ties  with  the  Weizmann 
Institute  of  Science  in  Israel. 

Judaics:  As  the  “lab  school”  of  JTS, 
SSHS-NY  is  a  training  ground  for  JTS’s 
Davidson  Graduate  School  of 
Education  students,  and  high  school 
students  can  take  a  JTS-List  College 
equivalent  freshman  bible  course.  In 
addition,  JTS  faculty  is  working  with 
the  school  to  develop  specific  high  stan¬ 
dards  for  its  Judaic  studies  program. 

Arts:  The  Jewish  Museum  has  part¬ 
nered  with  SSHS-NY  to  offer  a  studio  arts 
program  taught  at  both  the  museum  and 
school.  Students  have  the  opportunity  to 
study  art  forms  at  the  museum  and  cre¬ 
ate  their  own  pieces  at  the  school. 

Faculty:  Three  quarters  of  the 


Judaics  faculty  are  graduates  of  JTS, 
while  general  studies  faculty  are  gradu¬ 
ates  of  Harvard,  Princeton,  Yale,  Hebrew 
University,  Brandeis,  and  other  fine 
institutions.
